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Spain As The Key 
In U. N. Expansion 


One test of Soviet Russia's sincerity on th° 


so-called “ Geneva spirit” will come shortly wtr 1 
the United Nations Security Council takes up 
application of Franco's totalitarian Spam to < 
IIN . The application involves the whole issue of 
expanding U N. membership. 
This first Spanish bid for membership was 


made on September 26. That was just three days 
after Soviet Foreign Minister Molotov had renewed 
Russia's “ all or nothing ‘ proposal for the admission 
of 16 nations now seeking U N. membership, He 
included five states in the Soviet bloc. The United 
States in the past has rejected such ‘ package’ 
deals. Rut the way is open for a compromise, to 
which Spain could prove the key. 
For without 
any formal 
arrangement, the 


United States could abstain in the voting on admix* 
aion of the Soviet satellites so long as it was under­ 
stood that Russia would at least abstain on the 
voting on Spain and the other nations which the 
I nited States backs for membership. A member­ 
ship application requires seven affirmative votes 
in the 11-member Security Council and a two- 
thirds majority of those voting in the General 
Assembly. 
Soviet-Spamsh animosity stems back to the 


Spanish Revolution of the 1930s when Russia sup­ 
ported the Spanish Republican cause with military 
equipment and technical aid. As recently as Janu­ 
ary l l Spain was demanding that Russia return 
$570 million allegedly shipped to the USSR by the 
Spanish Republican government in 1936. Russia, 
for its part, remembers that a Spanish "Blue 
legion” supported tho-Nazis-on the Russian front 
in World War ll. 
The U N. Geqeral Assembly in 1946 by a vote 


of 34 to 6 condemned the Franco regime, asked 
members to recall their ambassadors and minis­ 
ters from Spain, and barred Spain from all U N. 
agencies 
All of this resolution but the condemna­ 
tion of the Franco regime was in effect wiped out 
bv a U S -backed resolution of November 4 1950. 
The vote was 37 to IO. The Soviet bloc opposed 
the resolution,

Geneva In Retrospect

The great event of the past sum­ 
mer was. of course, the Big Four 
meeting at Geneva 
There are in­ 
telligent and well-informed people 
who will tell you that Geneva was 
a disaster—"a disaster worse than 
Munich.” as one highly reelected 
French foreign policy expert re­ 
marked to this reporter. There aie 
also intelligent and well-informed 
people who will tell you that Gen­ 
eva was a major triumph for the 
West. 
In retrospect, ii begin* to seem 
that both are true—that Geneva 
was both a triumph and at least 
a potential disaster. 
The triumph was 
to a remark­ 
able extent, a purely personal tri­ 
umph At Geneva. President Eisen­ 
hower 
rather 
miraculously 
suc­ 
ceeded in transforming the world 
image of America. Before Geneva, 
many millions of people thought of 
America as an angry' country .-poll­ 
ing for a fight Since Geneva, ‘he 
same millions think of America a* 
an 
essentially 
friendly 
country 
genuinely anxious tor peace 


Also Some Minute* 


This surely, is a big ne? ply* 
and it remains a big net plus dc 
spite the President's illness 
But 
there were minuses also at Geneva. 
For at least two years before 
the Geneva conference took place, 
both Secretary ot State John Fos­ 
ter Dulles and Anthony Eden, then 
British foreign minister, 
who do 
not always see eye to eye1 agreed 
on one thing. It was that Winston 
Churchill s proposal for a “ meet­ 
ing at 
the 
summit” should 
be 
quietly buried 
No doubt there are long secret 
screeds in the State Department 
and the British Foreign Office *?x- 
plaming

Dulles and Eden opposed a meet­ 
ing at the summit. But there was 
never such mystery about their 
basic reasons.
